In connection with his intense 
interest in architecture and the 
arts, Birdsong visited countless 
castles and cathedrals. “In each 
one there is a good organ or price¬ 
less art object,” he recalled.

“I like young people and I feel 
that I can help a larger number 
by counseling and teaching the 
freshmen orientation classes.”

Mrs. Wallace’s chief concern 
now is student problems. Among 
them are dropping courses, pro¬ 
gram changes, conflicting sched¬ 
ules, absences, personal, social, 
and financial problems. 

As to the absences, she promis¬ 
ed a “better check than ever be¬ 
fore.” 

Some 500 students in four fresh¬ 
man orientation classes is also a 
part of Mrs. Wallace’s schedule. 
The course helps the new student 
to adjust to college and its activi¬ 
ties. The freshman learns how to 
study and use the library, they 
discuss ocupations, a sound 
philosophy of life, dating, court¬ 
ship, marriage. 

Mrs. Walace’s work brings her 
in close contact with the faculty, 
Dean E. M. Potter, Registrar Ed¬ 
die Fowler, and the dean of wom¬ 
en, Miss Elizabeth Bryarly. 

Her office is used as the center 
of the testing program and is the 
center for individual students to 
bring their problems. 

She will continue to sponsor the 
NEA (Future Teachers), an or¬ 
ganization which she began at 
TJC in 1951. 

A unique student tribute to her 
influence in training future teach¬ 
ers was a scholarship fund set up 
by a former student, Emmitt Wil¬ 



liams, now a principal in the Dal¬ 
las schools. The TJC Mary Wal¬ 
lace Scholarship Fund was estab¬ 
lished to provide a $100 scholar¬ 
ship each year to an outstanding 
fuutre teacher here. 

Mrs. Wallace has been with TJC 
since 1947. Prior to that she was 
director of elementary education 
for Smith County schools. For the 
last three years she has done part 
time counseling along with teach¬ 
ing English and education. 

She received her BA from Hard- 
in-Simmons University and her 
MA from the University of Texas. 
She attended Boston University 
under the Danforth Foundation in 
1955 where she took summer work 
in counseling. She is an education 
and an English major. 

Also active in civic affairs, in 
1941 she organized the first com¬ 
munity presentation of “The Mes-

' tion later became known as the 
Tyler Civic Chorus. In 1945 she 
J served as music chairman of the 
' Association of American Univer- 
| sity Women and later served as 
! president of the association. 

' She was the first and second

as its first editor. In 1953 she 
served as a member of the All- 
Texas Committee and helped 
make plans for the national con¬ 
vention of the American Associa¬ 
tion of junior colleges in Dallas, 
j As the outstanding member of 
the Alpha Eta chapter of Delta 
Kappa Gamma in 1951 and served 
as their president in 1953.

Opening of the fall semester 
finds the Texas Eastern School of 
Nursing with more than 100 per 
cent increase in freshman enroll¬ 
ment over the 1957 fall semester. 
Forty-five beginning nursing stu¬ 
dents have enrolled; twenty-one 
enrolled last fall, sixteen of which 
are still here. 

Director of TESN, Miss Eulah 
Pullen, said the girls “came from 
everywhere” and that she “ex¬ 
pects good students because of the 
wider choice of applicants from 
which to screen this year.” 

Nursing students entering TESN 
are preclinical until the end of the 
spring when they become classi¬ 
fied as freshman. 

After capping services in May, 
these students wear plain caps for 
three months and then in Septem¬ 
ber get two vertical stripes for 
the rank of junior. One year later 
they become seniors and wear one 
horizontal stripe. 

After becoming seniors, they 
have one full year to complete be¬ 
fore graduation. They then take 
state examinations for RN’s. Miss 
Pullen said no graduate of TESN 
had ever failed the state exam. 

The colorful and modernistic 
new nursing residence which was 
finished last March provided am¬ 
ple classroom and living space for 
80 students. According to Miss 
Pullen, there is only one room va¬ 
cant even though seven girls live 
out of town. 

Total enrollment in TESN at 
this time is 79 students. Tyler 
leads in representation of new 
students by having a total of 13.

We, as sophomores, welcome you five or 
600 freshmen who are taking up more and 
more space in the halls and parking lots. We 
are glad to have you anyway. 

We are proud to be enrolled in Tyler Jun¬ 
ior College, and hope that you, as the larg¬ 
est class to date, will feel a similar pride as 
part of your new family. 

We welcome you to a college rated scho¬ 
lastically among the best of junior colleges 
in the nation and affiliated with the Asso¬ 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
for the Southern States. 

It is up to you freshmen to see that, as 
well as being the largest in its history this 
year, it is also the best. 

You who take your work seriously from 
the very beginning will share the good feel¬ 
ing about TJC which so many of we sopho¬ 
mores have. 

You are apt to hear some disgruntled 
rumors about the merit of “junior college” 
spread by those who expected an easy time 
but didn't find it. 

College is no cinch—any way you look at 
it! 

Because of the “junior” in Tyler Junior 
College, uninformed students may interpret 
it to mean “preparatory.” 

No junior college is preparatory for any¬ 
thing other than its preparing students for 
their junior year in college. 

Among untrue rumors you may hear cir¬ 
culated is the myth that every grad’e made at 


TJC is automatically lowered to “C” when 
transferred to a senior institution. TJC 
grades are never lowered; they are never 
changed. They are accepted in a senior col¬ 
lege at face value. 

Another rumor circulated is that if a stu¬ 
dent makes “D” in a course, he may as well 
drop the course because no college will ac¬ 
cept a “D”. 

Although a few senior colleges refuse to 
accept a “D” from anywhere, most take a 
“D” with concessions. A few, like Southern 
Methodist University, have recently denied 
“D” as passing — from TJC or anywhere 
else. They will, however, accept the “D” if 
the students make a “B” or better in an ad¬ 
vanced section of the course on their campus. 

Because all students must get their two 
final years elsewhere, they would be wise to 
review the degree plans of their chosen sen¬ 
ior institutions on entering here. They may 
lose credit upon transfer elsewher'e, but only 
because they did not follow the prescribed 
degree plan or because they changed majors. 

This loss would not be the fault of any 
college. 

So those who begin their first year here 
realizing a junior college is not a period of 
merely marking time will find themselves at 
an advantage. 

Thos'e unfamiliar with the junior college 
would do well not to be taken in by a few 
untrue rumors. If in doubt, contact an in¬ 
structor or Mrs. Mary Wallace, director of 
counseling and guidance.

San Angelo Falls 28-8 
In Season s First Game 


Opening their gala football pa¬ 
rade of the season before some 
3,500 fans. Tyler lived up to its 
national rating with a 28-8 vic¬ 
tory over the San Angelo Rams in 
West Texas. 

The Apaches left no thoughts in 
the minds of those attending the 
game that they were just there to 
■play football. The Black and Gold 
Warriors rolled to an 20-0 lead 
before the Rams could break into 
the scoring column. 

Tyler scored some four minutes 
deep in the second period when 
Fullback Larry Corley rocked his 
way across the Ram goal line from 
-the two-yard line. The try for the 
extra point was no good and the 
Apaches went to the dressing 
room with a 6-0 first-half lead. 

Once again Corley proved to 
be the big man, this time in the 
third quarter, when he drove into 
the end zone from the four-yard 
line. His boot for the extra point 
was wide and.Tjder held, a 12-0 
lead at this time. 

The third TJC touchdown of the 
evening was scored when fullback 
Jim Leroy scooted in from the 
seven-yard line, still in the third 
period. Leroy then made his way 
over for the two extra points and 
the Apaches were in front 20-0. 

San Angelo bounced back to 
score their lone touchdown of the 
night. The drive was highlighted 
by a 67-yard pass and run play 
that carried the Rams to the 
Tribe’s 13-yard stripe. 

Halfback Gary Ingram then took 
control and scampered the remain¬ 
ing 13-yards and the score. The 
Rams then passed for the two 
points to change the scoreboard to 


read Tyler 20 and San Angelo 8. 

Tyler was not through for the 
night, however. Late in the final 
quarter, Don Keasler went back as 
if to pass, and then bounced his 
way into the promised-land for 
another six points. 

Jimmy Sizemore carried into the 
end zone for the extra two points 
and the Black and Gold had won 
their first game of the year—28-8. 

Pacing the Apaches line for the 
night were Frank Holey, Jack 
Murphy, Gary Raney and John 
Toole. Big Toole was an outstand¬ 
ing pass receiver as he gathered 
in most of Tyler’s passes during 
the contest. 

TJC racked up some 22 first 
downs to the Rams’ eight. The 
Apaches held the San Angelo 
eleven to a minus eight yards 
rushing, while they rolled up 329 
yards.

Campus football is now avail¬ 
able for anyone who wants to 
play. Through the organized intra¬ 
mural league any campus club 
or organization may field a team. 
This league is under the direction 
of Freddie Head and Irwin Mat¬

In Saturday Might Tilt 

After a dramatic victory in West 
Texas, with the San Angelo Rams 
28-8, the. Apaches open a home 
stand, playing host to the Univer¬ 
sity of Wichita Freshmen, and Ar¬ 
lington Slate. 

Wichita comes to Rose Stadium 
Saturday night, at 8 p.m. for the 
first home appearance of Coach 
Floyd Wagstaff charges. 

Wagstaff said that little known 
about Wichita University, but 
they are in the Missouri Valley 
Conference, which includes the 
University of Houston. Though 
that particular conference, he said, 
is not strong as the Southwest 
Conference, it is rated just a shade 
below it. 

The Frosh came to Rose Sta¬ 
dium last fall and met a grinding 
39-6 defeat.

Last year, the Rebels went 
through the season undefeated and 
completely crushed such teams as 
Kilgore, Del Mar, Victoria, as well 
as the teams in their own confer¬ 
ence. Wagstaff said the Rebels 
were the power of the junior col¬ 
lege circuit, BUT, they have never 
defeated- an Apache team. 

The two teams have clashed 
about six times and Tyler has 
walked away with all the victor¬ 
ies. This includes a tremendous 
61-0 win over Arlington State in 
1949. The head Chief pointed out, 
however, that during these years, 
Arlington State did not have the 
powerhouse they now have.

San Angelo’s Rams, Arlington 
State’s Rebels, Cameron’s Aggies, 
Texarkana’s Bulldogs and the 
Rangers of Kilgore were selected 
as probably the toughest teams 
the Black and Gold will face this 
fall, according to Coach Floyd 
Wagstaff. 

He selected these five teams 
because of the outstanding rec¬ 
ords they compiled last fall and 
because they always rated high on 
the national polls. 

Arlington State, California Rose 
Bowl champs for two straight 
years, walked through with an un¬ 
defeated record last year and lost 
only four players. Texarkana 
claimed the National Junior Col¬ 
lege Championship last fall and 


defeated Tyler 13-7 in Texarkana, 
and the Tribe returns there once 
again this season.

The head coach said that the 
Cameron Aggies were always 
tough in Oklahoma.

Affiliated With TJC 


. With the opening of the Church 
of Christ Bible Chair last week, 
TJC probably became the only 
junior college in Texas to have 
three separate Bible Chairs affili¬ 
ated with the college. 

To his knowledge, the Rev. Leo 
Rudd, director of the local Bap¬ 
tist chair, said he “believes TJC 
is the only junior college in the 
state with three such Bible 
chairs.” 

The Church of Christ, Method¬ 
ist, and Baptist chairs, located 
just across the campus on Bexter 
Street, open their centers and of¬ 
fer their services to all TJC stu¬ 
dents. 

P. D. Wilmeth, minister of the 
Glenwood Church of Christ, is 
instructor at the new center, and 
James Fife, just graduated from 
^-Abilene Christian College, is direc¬ 
tor of student activities. 

The Baptist^ chair, first of the 
denominations to be established, 


came when the college moved 
from Tyler High School to its 
present site in 1949. 

Now under the direction of the 
Rev. Arthur Pry, the Methodist 
Bible Chair was established early 
in 1955. 

Pry said plans were to erect a 
new Methodist Bible Center build¬ 
ing by next fall. 

All the Bible chairs are sup¬ 
ported by their respective denomi¬ 
nations in the Tyler area. All 
Bible courses carry full college 
credit. 

The courses offered by each 
chair are Old Testament Survey, 
New Testament Survey, Life and 
Teachings of Jesus, and the Life 
and Teachings of Paul. 

These Bible courses, according 
to Pry and the other directors, are 
taught from a literary-historical 
approach to faith rather than 
from a denominational approach.” 


Kirshbaum Back At TJC 
After Summer Engagement 


Joseph Kirshbaum, head of the 
Texas Eastern School of Music 
has returned from a summer en¬ 
gagement as concertmaster of the 
San Diego Symphony Orchestra. 
Kirshbaum also was a guest lec¬ 
turer at the Choral Workshop at 
San Diego State College. 

His appearance with the San 
Diego Symphony Orchestra was 
not his first, for Kirshbaum played 
in the 90-piece Symphony Or¬ 
chestra when it was organized in 
1927—at that time he was in high 
^ school and only 15 years old. Since 
that time, Kirshbaum has per¬ 
formed with the orchestra inter¬ 
mittently. His last appearance was 
in 1949. 

The Symphony gave 10 concerts 
in seven weeks, ranging from 
modern jazz to Beethoven, Brahms, 
and Bach. Outdoor appearances 
were held in Balboa Park Bowl, 


which seats 4500. The orchestra 
performed with the San Diego 
State College Opera Workshop, 
and in “Around the World in 80 
Days.” 

The San Diego Symphony Sum¬ 
mer Concert closed with the pro¬ 
duction of Beethoven’s “Missa 
Solemnis.” 

Kirshbaum gave the violin solo 
in the production. Kirshbaum said, 
“ordinarily the violin solo in such 
productions are very short, but on 
practicing I found five pages, so 
I went into hibernation with my 
violin for three days.” 

Hibernation paid off because 
according to music critic Con¬ 
stance Herreshoff, “Joseph Kirsh¬ 
baum, concertmaster of the or¬ 
chestra, played a violin obbligato 
of ethereal quality in one of the 
‘ calmer episodes of the Mass.”
